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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 08-16-2005, which has been 
entered. Claims 1-19 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claim 7 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to DE (2507213). Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
DE (2507213). DE (2507213) discloses a derailleur comprising a base member 
(1/2-2a), a link mechanism (3) coupled to the base and a chain guide member 
(7) coupled to the link mechanism so that the chain guide moves relative to the 
base; the base member comprises a first portion (1) coupled to the frame of the 
bicycle, a second portion (2a) structured to mount to the link mechanism, wherein 
the first portion and the second portion are mounted to the link; the first and 
second portions are structured to move laterally relative to each other when the 
base member is fixed to the bicycle frame. 
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In claim 2, note the first and second portions are structured to fold via a 
pivot (se fig. 3). 

In claim 3, note the first and second base portions (1/2, 2a). 

In claims 4 and 5, note the coupler and the pivot shaft in fig. 3. 

In claim 6, it is apparent that the coupler is a hinge. 

In claim 19, it is apparent that the first and second base members are 
structured to inadvertently move laterally without loosening the coupler. 

In claim 7, DE (2507213) discloses the claimed invention above, including 
the locking mechanism, which is also the pivot shaft, which is the shaft that is 
structured to in a locking and unlocking position (see attached drawing). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
